Tf oat chop is to b e fed to little 
pigs It Is a worth-while practice to 
sift out the hulls. 
The hulls are 
not only unpalatab le to the young 
stock, b ut they are very difficult to 
digest. 
If time cannot b e taken 
to remove the hulls, it is doub tful 
if out chop can b e fed profitab ly to 
pigs under three or four months 
of age unless one Is growing the 
hulless oats which threshes out 
ready for grinding Into oatmeal 
which Is good for all classes of 
stock. 
In an experiment conduct­ 
ed at the Lacomb e (Saskatchewan) 
experiment station to test the ad­ 
vantage of removing the b ulls from 
ont chop for little pigs, It was shown 
that during a feeding period of 12 
days the gains mode b y the lot fed 
tho oat chop with the hulls removed 
cost a little less than .$1 a hundred 
pounds, whereas It cost $5.70 per 
hundred pounds with the pigs given 
the oat chop complete.

more the lot getting the unsifted 
chop had to b e carried on fop ab out 
six weeks on a ration of b arley 
chop to b ring them up to a finishing 
weight.
